WATER LEVELS UP 

Water level at the East Six- 
teenth street wells in the Cuca- 
monga basin continues to rise and 
on Jan, 24 the level was about the 
same as in 1929, according to the 
annual report. The level raised 
100 feet since Jan., 1935. Water 
level, however, in the western two- 
thirds of the Chino basin continues 
to drop and at the company’s well, 
San Antonio avenue and Fourth 
street, the water is 33 feet lower
